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Sept scoops award 


A MENTAL health NHS Trust has won a national patient safety 
award. 

South Essex NHS Foundation Trust’s [SEPT] Food First 
Project was handed the gong at the 2012 Patient Safety 
Awards. 

The Food First project, which tackles malnutrition in the 
elderly, beat 500 entries to win the award for ‘Education and 
Training in Patient Safety’ at the ceremony at The Lancaster, 
London. The project aims to improve the identification and 
management of malnutrition within the community and has 
trained more than 1,000 social care staff. 

Cathy Forbes, spokeswoman for the Food First Project, 
said: “Malnutrition is so common among our aging population 
that we all probably know someone who is already at risk, 
which is why we are working with GPs and families to offer 
support and advice with the aim being to spot the signs 
early and save our elderly relatives.” 

Jenni Middleton, editor of Nursing Times which hosted the 
awards, said of the winners: “You have been insightful in 
identifying where things could be improved, brave in 
ensuring that your voices were heard throughout your 
organisations and intelligent and resourceful in your ability to 
push these ideas through to implementation. 

“And then you’ve been tenacious in ensuring the outcomes 
of your brainchild were measured to prove their worth. That’s 
a tremendous amount of work. 

“You didn’t just do the day job, you reinvented it, you did 
more, you reached higher - because you knew it was the 
right thing to do, the best thing to do for your patients.”

Abused daughter *was 
on authorities’ radar’

SOCIAL services were aware of allega¬ 
tions of physical abuse suffered by a 
teenage African girl at the hands of her 
step-mother - at least months before she 
fell pregnant by her ‘rapist’ father. 

That is the claim of a source close to the 
Luton family, which has been torn apart by 
years of alleged abuse endured by its 
daughters, one of whom was kept by her 
father as a ‘sex slave’ before giving birth to 
his child. 

Bedfordshire Police, who are investigat¬ 
ing the case, have notified Interpol they 
want to question the father after he fled 
last summer to Africa. 

At that time the daughter discovered she 
was pregnant but did not want to have an 
abortion - despite her father demanding 
that she have one - and she gave birth ear¬ 
lier this year. 

Since Luton on Sunday last week report¬ 
ed Beds Police were investigating ‘a com¬ 
plaint in relation to a sexual offence’, a 
source close to the family approached us 
claiming Luton Borough Council became 
aware of abuse allegations following an 
incident in which another daughter need¬ 
ed stitches for a head injury after being 
allegedly beaten by her step-mother. 

It is unclear exactly when this incident 
took place but our source said it was ‘at 
least months’ before the daughter fell 
pregnant. 

Our family source claims police arrested 
the step-mother and questioned her at 
Luton Police Station before releasing her 
without charge. 


The source, who we have agreed not to 
name, claims that it was at this point that 
social services were alerted to the case, 
but that one of the daughters had been 
sexually abused by her father for ‘years’, 
and a social worker visited the family. 

The step-mother left the country for 
Africa in May of this year. 

International award-winning human 
rights activist Betty Makoni, chief execu¬ 
tive of Girl Child Network (GCN) which 
campaigns worldwide to raise awareness 
about the plight of young rape victims, 
believes the pregnancy could have been 
prevented if the authorities had acted 
more quickly 

She said: “I’m not happy with how this 
case was handled by the authorities. There 
was every indication that the children were 
at risk and any professional could have 
picked it up. 

“We demand an explanation of why this 
was allowed to happen. Now the alleged 
rapist is a danger to girls in Africa, they 
have not protected the children in this 
case and we at the GCN demand that he be 
brought to justice on behalf of girls in the 
UK and girls worldwide. 

“From my understanding the time when 
one of the sisters was beaten was the same 
period that the other sister was being 
raped. That’s the worst neglect of a child 
because once a child is injured it means 
her health and social needs are as impor¬ 
tant as her physical needs. 

“We are so disappointed that at that stage 
the authorities didn’t pick it up or move 
swiftly. 

“When she was pregnant she couldn’t 
make any decisions, the people around her 
made it for her. In these cases it’s almost as

Tribute paid to 
crash victim 

THE funeral of a 21-year-old student 
tragically killed in a car crash in 
Northern Ireland will take place on 
Friday. 

Michelle Antoinette Hulford 
(pictured), from Luton, died after a 
head-on collision between a car, in 
which she was a passenger, and a 
Land Rover towing an agricultural 
trailer in Doagh, which is 15 miles 
from Belfast, on Monday. 

Two more women, aged 54 and 25, 
and a 14-month-old child were taken 
to a nearby hospital for treatment to 
their injuries. 

The driver of the agricultural 
vehicle received facial injuries that 
are not believed to be life- 
threatening. He was the sole 
occupant in the vehicle. 

Michelle, who attended The King’s 
School, in Harpenden, and was 
studying at Bath University, was 
visiting friends and had just been 
picked up from Belfast Airport at the 
time of the crash. 

Her father, David Hulford, said: 
“Michelle was a person who 
absolutely loved life. She had a strong 
Christian faith and loved people. 

“One of her passions in life was 
giving children an opportunity.“ 

Police are appealing for witnesses 
to the collision.

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Action to be taken after mans death in public toilets 


TOILET operator procedures 
in Dunstable will be 
reviewed following a death 
in the public lavatories in 
Ashton Square. 

A meeting was held 
between Central 
Bedforshire Council, 
Bedfordshire Police and 
Dunstable Town Council 
following the death of 37- 
year-old Matthew Ison on 
May 15. 

As a result of the 
discussions, it was decided 



that a number of actions 
would be taken, including 
introducing the use of 
Radiolink for the toilet 


operatives, reviewing 
procedures for checking on 
people in the toilets for long 
periods of time and adding 
intelligence for policing 
teams. 

The Community Safety 
Tasking Group will also be 
looking at the potential for 
lightening changes in the 
toilets to deter drug users. 

Cllr Brian Spurr said: “The 
public toilets are not subject 
to incidents and this is 
simply about keeping the 


residents and visitors to 
Dunstable safe wherever 
they are. The town council is 
seeking to run a quality, safe 
facility for the whole 
community.” 

A spokesman for Beds 
Police said: “We have 
involved in discussions with 
the authorities in the hope 
that we can prevent any 
further tragedies.” 

A coroner’s inquest into 
the death of Matthew Ison 
has been opened. 


Hit-and-run victim ‘went 
flying through the air’

A HIT-AND-RUN driver sped off after 
sending a pedestrian flying through 
the air and crashing into the wind¬ 
screen of his BMW. 

Graham Pratt, 24, of Newton Road, 
Dagnail, left Danny Daly in a 
Dunstable street with serious injuries 
after he had threatened to ‘ram’ 
another driver. 

Mr Daly told a jury of six men and 
six women at Luton Crown Court that 
he was crossing Court Road from a 
cash point towards the Gary Cooper 
pub just before Christmas last year 
when he was hit at about 10.30pm. 

He said: “It was clear on my right 
hand side. I got halfway across. There 


was a car coming from my left hand 
side. I had plenty of time. That’s when 
I started to cross.” 

Mr Daly said he could not tell the 
make of the car, but it was grey in 
colour and travelling at either 30 
miles per hour or less. 

He went on: “I had another look and 
that’s when I realised another car had 
overtaken the grey car. It was going 
too fast for me to avoid it. It appeared 
as soon as I got half way across the 
road. I think it was a black BMW.” 

The BMW was travelling fast, he said, 
and pulled back in front of the grey car 
before it struck him. He cannot 
remember what happened after that. 

Richard Mandel, for the Crown 
Prosecution Service, said that Mr 
Pratt had been drinking and taking 


drugs before the accident. He said: 
"Mr Daly suffered head, leg, hand and 
shoulder injuries. He had two to three 
weeks off work." 

The prosecutor told the jury of six 
men and six women that Mr Pratt did 
not stop and it was only later that he 
was traced. 

When questioned by the police Pratt 
said Mr Daly had appeared in front of 
him and he tried to slow down. He 
denied drinking or taking cocaine 
before the accident, but said he had 
drunk beer and snorted three lines of 
cocaine afterwards to calm himself 
down. 

Pratt pleaded not guilty to dangerous 
driving on December 21 last year but 
was convicted by the jury on Thursday. 
He will be sentenced next month.

if there is a social contract 
between her and father 
that means she cannot 
bring shame to the family. 

“She was conditioned to 
the sexual abuse and she is 
not aware of how criminal 
it is. It’s kind of like a slave 
mentality where she will do 
anything and has self¬ 
blame.” 

It is police procedure for 
international security serv¬ 
ices to be alerted once any¬ 
body wanted on suspicion 
of a criminal offence leaves 


the country. A spokesman 
for the police said: “This 
investigation is still ongoing 
and we are working in part¬ 
nership with other agencies. 
Therefore it would be inap¬ 
propriate to comment fur¬ 
ther at this time. 

“Any further release of 
information could preju¬ 
dice any future investiga¬ 
tion in this case or poten¬ 
tial court proceedings. 


“I would reassure the 
community that a thor¬ 
ough investigation is being 
undertaken and should 
they have concerns they 
should contact the police 
directly. 

“All victims of sexual 
assaults are entitled to 
anonymity by law. We have 
already circulated details of 
this case via the security 
services ie Interpol.” 


Due to legal reasons LoS 
is unable to name anyone 
involved in the case, and 
there are also many extra 
details which we have been 
unable to publish. 

A council spokesman 
said: “An alleged incident 
like this would be subject 
to a police investigation so 
it would be inappropriate 
for us to make any com¬ 
ment.”

GRASS at Wardown Park has been 
damaged in the wake of thousands of 
revellers celebrating at the Love Luton 
Festival in muddy conditions. 

Part of the clean-up process will include 
recovery work to the grass at Wardown 
Park and Pope’s Meadow, which was 
severely damaged due to the wet weather 
and amount of footfall over the weekend. 

Ironically, this week it was revealed fol¬ 
lowing a study that the greenery in 
Wardown Park has an estimated value of 
more than £2 million. 

The survey, conducted by i-Tree Eco on 


behalf of Luton Borough Council last 
summer, looked at the park’s current 
stock of 1,221 trees and 4,695 cubic 
metres of hedges and shrubs. 

Residents have been assured that the 
sites will be restored to their former 
green state as early as the end of this 
month. 

A council spokesman said: “Due to the 
wet weather of recent weeks, and partic¬ 
ularly over the weekend of the spectacu¬ 
lar Love Luton Lestival which was 
enjoyed by more than 75,000 people, 
there has been some damage to the grass 
within the festival site. 

“However, much of Wardown Park and 
Popes Meadow are unaffected. 


“The parks will be fully open to the pub¬ 
lic once all the festival equipment has 
been removed and then recovery work on 
the damaged areas will begin. 

“The recovery will be aided or ham¬ 
pered by the weather, but given some dry 
days to prepare the ground, and then 
some light rain to germinate the grass 
seed, we anticipate the damaged areas 
will be green within the month. 

“A financial report on the festival is cur¬ 
rently being complied. This will include a 
breakdown of expenditure (including 
clean-up costs).” 

■ The festival passed with little trouble, 
with only two arrests made during the 
entire weekend. 


Security boss ‘snubbed 



THE manager of a Luton- 
based security company has 
said that he is ‘disgusted’ that 
the outdoor events staff for 
the Love Luton 2012 Lestival 
had travelled from as far as 
Great Yarmouth and Oxford 
to be there. 

Geoff Bennett (pictured), 
who has run ATB Security 
based in Copenhagen Close 
for four years, claims that he 
had offered to provide the 
security staff for the event but 
never heard anything back. 

He said: “When I went down 
to the festival I felt absolutely 
snubbed. 

“I had contacted the council 
when the event was being 
planned to offer the compa¬ 
ny’s services, but didn’t get a 
response. 

“I was disgusted when I saw 


that the majority of the out¬ 
door events staff had been 
supplied by a Watford-based 
company, and when I spoke 
to some of the workers they 


had travelled from as far as 
Oxford and Great Yarmouth 
to be there. 

“If I had been contacted, I 
could have filled those jobs 


by council 

with people from Luton, 
which would have boosted 
our local economy. 

“A Luton-based event 
should be supporting Luton- 
based businesses.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“It is highly unlikely that one 
single company could have 
supplied staff for the whole 
event and therefore a range of 
companies were used, includ¬ 
ing local providers, working 
within a tight budget provid¬ 
ing value for money. 

“Luton-based staff were 
used at the festival as part of 
the overall security provision, 
alongside firms from 
Letchworth and Stevenage.”

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Chief sees spot where 
pregnant teen attacked

THE county’s top cop has per¬ 
sonally visited a footpath in 
Dunstable following a violent 
attack on a heavily pregnant 
teenager. 

Concerns about the safety of 
Dog Kennel Walk have been 
raised since the attack on June 26, 
which prompted the Chief 
Constable of Bedfordshire Police, 
Alfred Hitchock, to visit the scene 
for himself and listen to sugges¬ 
tions from residents. 

Central Bedfordshire Council is 
currently planning to install more 
CCTV cameras and upgrade the 
lighting in the area to make it 
safer. 

Following his visit, Mr 
Hitchcock said: “As promised I 
visited Dunstable and walked 
along Dog Kennel Walk myself, 
giving me a personal understand¬ 
ing of the layout of the area. 

“During this visit I had the 
opportunity to speak with people 
who were using the path and they 



were able to share with me their 
thoughts and made suggestions 
on how they felt the area could be 
improved. 

“Our key purpose is to fight 
crime and protect the public, and 
the design of an area such as a 
footpath can play a key role in 
reducing crime. I would like to 
thank those who spoke with me 
and I will be briefing the 
Architectural Liaison Officer with 
the suggestions that were put for¬ 
ward.” 

As yet, Mr Hitchcock has not put 
forward any recommendations 
for changes to the walkway. 

A Bedfordshire Police 


spokesman said: “Any changes to 
the path will have to be made by 
Central Bedfordshire Council, but 
we support them in any decisions 
they made in an attempt to make 
the walkway safer.” 

Central Bedfordshire Cllr Brian 
Spurr said: “Our recent successful 
bid to Central Government for 
Local Sustainable Transport 
Funding will allow us to invest in 
improving the whole length of 
National Cycle Network Route 6 
between Dunstable and 
Houghton Regis, including the 
section known as Dog Kennel 
Walk. 

“Our plans include removing 
and cutting back encroaching 
vegetation and raising the tree 
canopy so that the route enjoys 
better natural light, as well as 
upgrading the lighting and 
installing more CCTV cameras, 
which will be linked into our 
existing network. We will be 
updating local residents over the 
coming months and people will 
get the chance to have their say 
on our proposals.”

TWO weeks ago Bedfordshire Police Authority pulled back 
from the brink of privatising all its support services to G4S. 

The authority did not dismiss the idea but chose to look at it 
alongside another option, as well as leaving the final decision 
to the incoming Police and Crime Commissioner... which 
gives the candidates the chance to say what they would like 
to see. STEVE LOWE asks Labour's prospective PCC, Oily 
Martins, what he would do on this and other issues. 



i I am not at all comfortable with 
either privatisation or with the 
Authority using G4S. I believe 
that view would be in tune with 
the public. 

A PCC for Bedfordshire means 
having a mini Home Secretary 
with a budget of more than £100 
million, with roughly 1,000 police 
officers and 1,000 support staff. 

Handing over large parts of our 
police service to an organisation 
like G4S, which clearly hopes this 
contract will be the start of a slip¬ 
pery slope to even greater privati¬ 
sation of policing, is not the 
answer. 

It will be bad for public account¬ 
ability, and bad for staff. 

Ultimately I have no doubt it 
will be bad for local taxpayers, 
particularly as this massive con¬ 
tract has not even been exposed 


to competition to ensure it pro¬ 
vides best value. 

A vote for me will be a vote for 
keeping policing as a public serv¬ 
ice. It will also be a vote for telling 
this Government that its 20 per 
cent police budget cuts are crimi¬ 
nal. We should be cutting crime, 
not the police. 

G4S is currently providing secu¬ 
rity in the West Bank of Palestine. 
Is this the kind of organisation we 
want to manage support services 
for Bedfordshire police? I think 
not. 

This contract will be on a vast 
scale and, if entered into, will be 
very difficult to escape if it starts 
to go wrong. 

This vote for a PCC, admittedly 
being held on a cold day in 
November, is to improve public 
accountability, which I support. It 


would be ridiculous if the first 
decision a PCC takes is to remove 
from that accountability large 
parts of the police service. 

I want to build on the achieve¬ 
ments of the current Chief 
Constable and the outgoing 
Police Authority to create a first 
class police force in Bedfordshire 
backed up by first class support 
services. That can only be 
achieved if it remains a well- 
funded public service. 

That is what I will be fighting 
for.’

TWO members of a 
traveller family found 
guilty of number of 
‘slavery’ and assault 
charges have been jailed 
for a total of 15 years. 

James John Connors 
(Big Jim), 34 (pictured 
left), and his wife Josie 
Connors, 31, (pictured 
right) both of 
Greenacres, Little 

Billington, Leighton 
Buzzard, were sentenced 
to 11 years and four 
years respectively. 

At Luton Crown Court 
on Wednesday, James 
John Connors was found 
guilty of two counts of 
holding a person in 
servitude, two counts of 
requiring a person to 


perform forced or com¬ 
pulsory labour and one 
count of assault. 

Josie Connors was 
found guilty of two 
counts of holding a per¬ 


son in servitude and two 
counts of requiring a per¬ 
son to perform forced or 
compulsory labour. 

The jury were unable 
to come to a decision on 


charges against other 
family members 
Tommy Connors Senior, 
52; Johnny Connors, 28; 
Tommy Connors, 27; 
James Connors, 23; and 
Patrick Connors, 20. 

Tommy Connors 
Senior, Patrick Connors, 
Tommy Connors and 
James Connors will now 
face a retrial in April 
next year in relation to 
the counts on which the 
jury failed to decide. 

The prosecution sub¬ 
mitted no evidence 
against Johnny Connors 
- who had been found 
not guilty of requiring a 
person to perform 
forced or compulsory 
labour - and he was 
cleared of a charge of 
holding a person in 
servitude.

Vegan guide available

But now a recent article in 
Larmers Weekly about dairy cows 
taken to livestock shows has 
shocked me all over again. 

The article says: ‘exhibitors use 
super glue as a teat sealant to boost 
udder conformation in their ani¬ 
mals. 

‘The glue prevents milk leakage 
and makes the udder swell. 

‘Other techniques to increase the 
size of the udder include addicting 
cows to the hormone oxytocin and 
filling the udder with gas before 
sealing it.’ 

The British Veterinary Association 
representative also describes farm¬ 
ers injecting foreign substances 
into the udder with some cows

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Crime numbers fall 
and chief vows

THE amount of crime in 
Dunstable has fallen drasti¬ 
cally, according to latest sta¬ 
tistics. 

In particular, the number of 
recorded vehicle crimes has 
decreased by nearly half - 48 
per cent - while most serious 
violence has fallen by a quar¬ 
ter - 25 per cent. 

The figures, from a 
Dunstable Town Council 
agenda, also show that, from 
January 1 to June 30, the 
number of recorded burgla¬

Uni applications down 


THE number of people 
applying to join the 
University of Bedfordshire 
this autumn has fallen by 
1,800 when compared with 
last year’s figures. 

The statistics published by 
the Universities and Colleges 
Admissions Service this 
week show that the number 
of applications has dropped 
by 9.2 per cent - which is 
roughly in line with national 
figures, following 
Government changes to 
tuition fees. 

Susie King, the university’s 
head of student admissions, 
said: “Despite the small fall 
in UCAS applications this 
year, Bedfordshire continues 
to enjoy high levels of appli¬ 
cations and student enquir¬ 


ers. We are also actively 
planning for the Clearing 
period which starts on 
August 16 - the day after A- 
level results are published - 
when more students will 
enrol, pushing up the 
figures.” 

The university has places 
available this year. 

Although there has been a 
fall in the number of appli¬ 
cations this year, the univer¬ 
sity has grown in recent 
years, going from some 
10,000 students in 2004 to 
more than 24,000 students 
today.

If staff cannot serve cus¬ 
tomers because they are on 
some vital other job - perhaps 
working out their bosses’ 
bonuses - why are they on the 
counter? 

Perhaps it is just to annoy us, 
or maybe it fulfils some inter¬ 
nal quota. 

Extra bonus will be paid if 
there are two members of staff 
on the counter at all times. 

Perhaps it is because of 
health and safety that one 
member cannot be left on his 
own. 

Otherwise if staff have other 
work to do, can they either do 
it where customers cannot see 
them, or put it down and serve 
people when the bank is busy? 


Poor service seems to be on 
the increase in this country. 

Perhaps it is the cuts, or 
maybe the weather. 

An American, desperate for a 
drink, came up to me in a 
London pub the other week 
and asked if I knew how to get 
served, as he had been waiting 
for ten minutes. 

Wait until he tries our trains, 

I thought. Or the Post Office, 
another bastion where often 
the lights are on but there is 
no-one at home.

If there was some reason 
why a letter or parcel could not 
be dropped through the letter¬ 
box, the usual solution was to 
first ring the door bell and if 
that failed, try next door. 

Not any more. A card is 
dropped through the door ask¬ 
ing you to pick it up at the 
nearest delivery office.

Mrs Lowe was sitting in our 
kitchen when the mail 
dropped through. 

With it was a card saying that 
the sender did not pay the full 
postage and the letter needs to 
be picked up at the local deliv¬ 
ery office. 

No attempt had been made 
to ring the bell. It is the same 
with packages.

And never ask a question in a 
shop unless you are looking for 
a bored expression or a shrug 
of the shoulders followed by a 
tired ‘Dunno’.

Rail refunds affect 1,000

A THOUSAND train passengers 
were overcharged for their fares 
after ‘problems’ with ticket 
machines at stations during the 
Jubilee weekend. 

Those using services between 
Bedford and London - including 
Luton, Luton Airport Parkway 
and Leagrave - paid around £5 
too much at self-service kiosks on 
June 4 and 5. 

The issues meant one of two 
types of machine did not offer 
customers the best 20 per cent 
discounted super off-peak week¬ 
end ticket. 

Rail firm First Capital Connect 
(FCC) has apologised for the mis¬ 
takes and is sending automatic 
refunds for the difference to 
everyone who paid with either a 
credit card or debit card. 

But a third of the estimated 
1,000 travellers who paid in cash - 
thought to be 350 in total - have 
been asked to contact to FCC 
direct at fcc.refund@firstgroup. 
com or a station ticket office. 

The super off-peak tickets were 



available at ticket office windows 
and online. 

Anthony Smith, chief executive 
of watchdog Passenger Focus, 
said: “We were very disappointed 


to find out that some passengers 
were mis-sold tickets by FCC’s 
ticket vending machine during 
the Jubilee Bank Holiday. 

“Our research shows that pas¬ 
sengers are already sceptical 
about whether they’re getting the 
best deal when buying tickets 
from a vending machine, so this 
sort of error will only add to their 
mistrust of machines.” 

Notices alerting passengers 
were put on the machines on July 
7. 

FCC director Keith Jipps said: 
“We apologise for the inconven¬ 
ience this has caused some of our 
customers and are working with 
the ticket machine supplier to 
ensure this does not happen 
again. 

“Now we have confirmed the 
full extent of the problem, we are 
pushing through automatic 
refunds for the difference for cus¬ 
tomers who paid by card and are 
asking customers who paid cash 
to contact us. 

“We will donate any cash pur¬ 
chase refunds not claimed within 
two months to the charity 
Railway Children.” 


Appeal for witnesses after teen assaulted

How Duggan’s Law 
drunk drivers more 


FOR Declan Duggan, the passing 
of Duggan’s Law on July 10, 2002 
marked the culmination of four 
years of tireless campaigning fol¬ 
lowing the death of his son Kevin 
in a tragic road accident. 

Tuesday was the tenth anniver¬ 
sary of the change in law, and 
Declan has been reflecting on 
the journey he has been on since 
that fateful Halloween night on 
October 31, 1998. 

Kevin was a passenger in a car 
being driven by a drunk driver, 
but the driver was not tested 
after the crash because the law at 
the time made it an offence for 
doctors to take blood samples 
from an unconscious driver. 

Since it was passed as part of 
the Police Reform Act 2002, 
‘Duggan’s Law’ is estimated to 
have contributed to the preven¬ 
tion of 500 deaths since 2002 - an 
average of 50 a year. 

Declan said: “What I have dis¬ 
covered through the various road 
safety campaign meetings I’ve 
had is that since 2002 road safety 
has increased. 

“Deaths on the roads have 
reduced due to lots of factors, 
mainly the reduction of speed in 
urban areas, better vehicles and 
things such as that.” 

But while it is comforting to 
know his campaign was not in

child, that loss and pain never 
goes away. It hangs around you 
everyday.

The course, which has nine 
holes, a driving range and put¬ 
ting green, was funded through 
the £300,000 raised by the 
Duggan family during events 
held at the White Swan, a pub Mr 
Duggan used to run in Dunstable 
but has since sold. 

Sandy Jones, the chief executive 
of the Professional Golf 
Association, is scheduled to visit 


the course in August - a testa¬ 
ment to the success of the acade¬ 
my. 

These days, Declan spends his 
time campaigning. He has held 
several meetings with the Irish 
Prime Minister Enda Kenny who 
wants Duggan’s Law passed in 
Ireland, and he has just finished 
writing his memoirs which are 
due to be published later this year. 

Among all this he has been 
keen to stress the importance of 
road safety and has worked tire¬ 
lessly to use the death of his son 


as a way to save the lives of 
others. 

Declan said: “My whole family 
is proud of the ten-year mile¬ 
stone and what we have done in 
Kevin’s memory. 

“If we have played a part in the 
prevention of 500 deaths I can be 
proud because this has been a 
personal crusade and at times it 
was difficult. 

“I had my low moments but if 
my son’s death can prevent the 
death of others it makes me feel 
much better.”

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‘I don’t feel safe 
in my own shop’

A SHOP OWNER was left needing 
stitches to a bad injury after being 
attacked by a group of men. 

Mohammed Zaman, 29, bled badly 
after being beaten up in his coffee shop, 
Caffeine Lounge, at Luton train station 
last weekend. 

Three men went into the shop on July 7 
at 7.45am and began picking up items 
from the counter and throwing them at 
Mr Zaman. 

He said: “The men were loud and being 
quite rowdy. 

“I asked them to stop and to leave. 

“It was at this point one of the men 
punched me in the side. 

“The other two men then held me there 
while the same man punched me twice 
in the face. 

“My eye was bleeding badly and I ran 
out of my shop towards Midland Road 
when I saw a police officer talking to the 
people that had done this to me. 

“I made it very clear that these were the 
men that caused my injuries, but I 
watched the officer let them go. 

“I don’t feel safe in my shop and fear for 
my wife, who also works shifts at the 
business - why weren’t these people 
arrested?” 

A Bedfordshire Police spokesman said: 
“All incidents that happened at the train 
station fall under the remit of the British 
Transport Police (BTP), but I can confirm 
however that we did attend the incident 
and stopped two people in the area. 

‘All their details were taken and have 



now been passed to BTP for further 
investigation.” 

It is understood that the two men that 
were stopped were the two that held Mr 
Zaman while he was being attacked. The 
third man who is responsible for punch¬ 
ing him is still being hunted by BTP. 

A BTP spokesman said: “I can confirm 
that our officers are investigating after a 
member of staff was assaulted at Luton 
rail station on July 7. 

“Officers are conducting a full investi¬ 
gation to identify the man responsible, 
who has been described as white, aged 
around 25 and was 5ft 8 in height. 

“He wore a light blue tracksuit top and 
jeans. 

“Anyone who has any information 
about the incident, or knows the man 
responsible, is asked to contact us on 
0800 40 50 40 quoting incident number 
174 of 07/07/2012.”

Hosepipe ban lifted

HOSEPIPES can once again be 
used after a ban was lifted - and 
the water feature in St George’s 
Square can be turned back on. 

The ban was introduced on 
April 5 by Veolia Water Central 
following two consecutive 
autumn and winter periods of 
below average rainfall which left 
much of the South East of 
England in drought conditions. 

But it was lifted on Monday, 
meaning the water fountains in 
St George’s Square, Luton, have 
been turned back on. 

A statement from Veolia Water 
said: “The temporary use ban 
has helped to reduce demand 
and conserve our water 
resources and we would like to 
thank our customers for their 
incredible support and we apol¬ 
ogise for inconvenience caused 
by the ban. 

“The unprecedented rainfall 
since April has lead to a signifi¬ 
cant improvement in our water 


resources, which have now 
recovered sufficiently to allow 
us to lift the ban, without put¬ 
ting strain on the local environ¬ 
ment.” 

The ban, together with the sig¬ 
nificant rainfall since April, has 
resulted in a reduction in 
demand of about seven per 
cent. 

Veolia has also reduced leak¬ 
age by more than 20 million 
litres per day below the regula¬ 
tor agreed leakage reduction 
target for this year. 

Mike Pocock, water resources 
manager at Veolia Water, said: 
“It must be stressed that 
groundwater levels still remain 
lower than normal, so we are 
asking our customers to contin¬ 
ue to use water wisely. 

“We will need prolonged and 
substantial rainfall, particularly 
during the next autumn and 
winter period, to restore our 
groundwater to normal levels. A 
third dry autumn and winter 
would make a hosepipe ban 
next year a possibility.”

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Union: Ambulance cuts 
‘may jeopardise lives’

PATIENTS could be put at risk by 
having to wait longer for 
emergency help due to cuts in 
the number of ambulances and 
staff, according to union 
officials. 

The changes, which were 
announced by the East of 
England Ambulance Service Trust 
(EEAST), would mean fewer 
emergency response vehicles and 
staff available at certain times of 
the day and night as the Trust 
attempts to find almost £50 mil¬ 
lion over the next few years. 

Unison officials claim the Trust 
has already removed 110 posts 
across the East of England and 
intends to get rid of up to a fur¬ 
ther 150 in the near future as a 
result of government spending 
cuts. 

This would not mean jobs 
would be lost, rather that fewer 
staff would be working at certain 
times of the day meaning longer 



waiting times for patients in need 
of emergency care. 

Although there are no ambu¬ 
lance stations closing as a direct 
result of these changes, unions 
claim they will result in fewer or 
no ambulances capable of trans¬ 
porting patients at several sta¬ 
tions across all counties within 
the region at certain times of the 
day and night. 


Gary Applin, branch secretary at 
the East of England Ambulance 
Service Unison, said: “The pro¬ 
posed scaling down of resources 
across all areas will put patients 
at risk. The Trust’s own figures 
show that in many areas, staffing 
levels will be below what is need¬ 
ed for many hours of the day. 

“In rural areas, patients will wait 
for longer for any member of 
Trust staff to attend in an emer¬ 
gency and even then it is likely 
that will be a solo responder and 
therefore incapable of transport¬ 
ing them straight to hospital.” 

A spokesman for the EEAST 
said: “We are not reducing the 
number of front-line staff we 
employ nor the number of emer¬ 
gency vehicles we use. 

“The nature of demand is 
changing and it is true we are 
changing the balance of vehicles 
as we need less double-staffed 
ambulances and more rapid 
response vehicles fully equipped 
and staffed by trained para¬ 
medics.”

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Restructuring 
‘unsettling’ police 

POLICE officers are having 
their roles reviewed after 
the force announced its 
second restructure in less 
than nine months. 

The force, which was 
reshaped in October last 
year, is being overhauled 
again in an effort to deal 
with projected cuts. 

However, officers claim 
they feel unsettled by the 
changes after a 
questionnaire asked them 
what they feel their skills 
are and where in the 
county they want to work. 

One member of staff, 
who wishes to remain 
anonymous, said: “Last 
week every officer had to 
complete a questionnaire 
as we did before, so we 
are having to go through 
the same thing again. 

“This is very unsettling 
because you could be 
working in the north of the 
county one day and then 
end up working in Luton 
the next. 

“It is like applying for 
your position all over 
again.” 

In response to the 
claims, a spokesman for 
Bedfordshire Police said: 
“The force is continually 
having to review how it 
does things and come up 
with money-saving ideas. 

“As part of the 
restructure plans, 
managers and staff have 
been consulted on what 
the changes may look like 
and what roles they might 
have in the new structure.” 


G4S boss’ pledge 
to 'support’ cops

SECURITY firm G4S has hit back at 
suggestions it will replace police 
officers, vowing to offer more 
support to bobbies on the beat. 

Bedfordshire Police - and the 
Cambridgeshire and Hertfordshire 
forces - have agreed to explore out¬ 
sourcing, including finance, ICT 
services and HR, to private firm G4S 
as they look to save £73 million. 

G4S was awarded a ten-year £200m 
contract earlier this year with 
Lincolnshire Police to support their 
services. After the deal another ten 
forces signed up. 

Last month Bedfordshire’s Unison 
police staff branch raised fears offi¬ 
cers’ jobs will be cut to make savings 
and questioned the accountability of 
a profit-making service being fund¬ 
ed by taxpayers. 

And this week the company was 
again in the news after it revealed if 
had ‘encountered some delays’ get¬ 
ting enough trained staff ready for 
the London Olympics, for which it 
has the contract, meaning an extra 
3,500 troops are to be brought in to 
shore up security at the Games. 

John Shaw, managing director of 
G4S Policing Support Services, 
( pictured) said: “We are delighted 
that Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire 
and Hertfordshire are considering 
using the Lincolnshire contract to 
improve efficiency and save money, 
and G4S looks forward to supporting 
the police authorities as they work 



through their proposals. G4S has no 
interest in providing front-line polic¬ 
ing - we’re here to support police 
officers not replace them. 

“Our expertise comes in providing 
administration and support services 
more effectively and at a lower cost. 

“By spending less on these func¬ 
tions, police forces can choose to 
concentrate their spending on front¬ 
line services and protecting police 
officers’ jobs. 

“This has already proved the case 
at Lincolnshire and we hope and 
expect that the savings we can help 
generate for the three forces will 
enable them to put more police back 
on the streets.” 

All three forces are believed to have 
begun a consultation with staff. If 
approved the outsourced arrange¬ 
ments could be in place by April 
2013 affecting more than 1,100 
employees across the forces.

FILM REVIEW: ICE AGE 4 - CONTINENTAL DRIFT (U)

FOR a family movie the fourth instalment of the Ice Age fran¬ 
chise ticks all the basic boxes - but it just drifts by without 
bringing anything new to the table. 

Even the sideshow of Jurassic squirrel Scrat chasing down his 
lively acorn seems to be running out of ideas. 

The decade-old original film was an enigmatic entry - the first 


from Blue Sky studios - when Pixar and the likes of Shrek were 
still in their fledgling years, but after the series was rejuvenated 
with its successfully colourful third entry Dawn of the 
Dinosaurs, this is extremely straightforward fare. 

With a voice cast that adds MTV generation favourites Nicki 
Minaj, Drake and Jennifer Lopez to the established prehistoric 
cast of Manny (Ray Romano), Sid (John Leguizamo), Diego 
(Denis Leary) and Elbe (Queen Latifah), there’s no doubting 
everyone wants a piece of this profitable pie. 

But it has sadly already kind of been done before in the second 
below-par entry The Meltdown, and only the inclusion of ape 
Captain Gutt (Peter Dinklage) and his seafaring pirates - along 
with Wanda Sykes’ granny of Sid the Sloth for tiresome comedic 
relief - adds anything new to proceedings. 


When the continents break up - like it did round the earth 
many moons ago - Manny is separated from his partner Elbe 
and their daughter Peaches, and has to find a way back to them, 
with his regular cohorts by his side. 

And with a few gags thrown in Continental Drift provides still- 
impressive computer-generated animation and paint-by-num¬ 
bers entertainment that will while away ninety minutes of time 
for younger kids - absolutely no problem. 

The only thing is with the likes of Despicable Me and 
Disney/Pixar’s forthcoming Brave raising the bar - those of us 
looking for more substantial ingenuity will find this laden with 
generic cracks.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

YOUNG Brighton & Hove Albion 
prospect Yaser Kasim is hoping to 
ease his Olympic heartbreak by 
kick-starting his career with a six- 
month loan at Luton Town. 

The 21-year-old and his family fled 
his native Iraq when he was six, due 
to economic sanctions imposed by 
the Americans after the Gulf War. 

But having earned two caps for the 
country of his birth - one for the 
under-23s and the other in their 
Olympic side - he had hoped to star 
for them this summer, in the capital 
city he’s called home for the past 15 
years of his life. 

However, those dreams took a 
nosedive after Iraq fielded ineligible 
defender Faisal fasim in their 2-0 
qualification campaign victory over 
UAE. Fifa found them guilty, over¬ 
turning the result and awarding a 3-0 
win to the Emirates, which ended the 
country’s and Kasim’s hopes of play¬ 
ing in the Games. 

“The plan was to play in the 
Olympics,” the midfielder said, 
adding: “I am disappointed but I 
can’t do anything. The organisation is 
so bad it’s ridiculous. 

“We got disqualified from qualifica¬ 
tion, that’s how bad it is. 

“Football in Iraq is political. 
Selections and things like that are not 
up to the manager. 

“Now I just want to make my club 
career go as far as it can.” 

After leaving his home nation and 
spending a year in neighbouring 
Middle Eastern state Iordan, Kasim 
came to London. 

He said: “It was better to get out of 
Iraq because there wasn’t any future 
there. I learned the language pretty 
quickly here and it wasn’t too tough 
because I was young when I left and 
that made it easier.” 

Once in the English capital he was 
spotted by Tottenham Hotspur and

came up through the ranks at White 
Hart Lane before moving to the 
Seagulls in 2010. 

But his first team appearances have 
been limited to two games for the 
Sussex club, which saw a number of 
League One and Two clubs become 
interested in his services. 

The midfielder revealed that Town’s 
desire to acquire him, plus their 
ambition to win the Blue Square Bet 
Premier title, made his decision 
simple. 


He said: “There were some teams 
interested from higher divisions, but 
Luton wanted me pretty badly. 

“I knew about them but I didn’t 
know they are as big as they are in 
their league. They’ve probably been 
underachieving but I’ve been told 
that they are trying to win promotion 
this season. 

“I also wanted to go where there 
will be pressure. I want to enjoy my 
football but I think that will help me, 
so that’s why I chose Luton. 


“It’s better to be at a club where 
they want to win, rather than a 
mediocre one. 

“I’ve heard good things about 
Luton so I can’t wait. 

“I’ve been told what the atmos¬ 
phere will be like but I just want to 
win every game and enjoy it.” 

Hatters boss Paul Buckle this week 
admitted he’d kept tabs on Kasim 
since he was a teenager at Spurs, 
while Town legend Kevin Nicholls 
had a hand in hammering out a deal 


to take him to Kenilworth Road until 
fanuary 1, 2013, as he’s the brother 
and business partner of Paul - the 
youngster’s agent. 

An issue with his passport prevent¬ 
ed the versatile midfielder from join¬ 
ing his new team-mates on their pre¬ 
season training camp in Portugal this 
week but he will meet up with them 
tomorrow for their first friendly of the 
summer at Hitchin Town (7.45pm), 
though he is not sure yet whether 
he’ll be playing.
